HORTON MARKS 
FIFTY YEARS OF 
MOVIE MAKING

.HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Edward 
Everett Horton, m aster of the sly 
gun, the knowing chuckle and the 
outrageous double-take, is cele­ 
brating 
50 
years 
of 
regaling 
American audiences with his bag 
of tricks. 
Back in 1910 a young Brooklyn 
boy just out of Columbia Univer­ 
sity made his debut in the chorus 
of “The Mikado” at a semipro­ 
fessional theater in Staten Island. 
Taking a look at some of to­ 
day’s young actors and his own 
beginnings, he reflects: 
“Gee, they start out with so 
much. I had nothing—no looks, no 
voice, no clothes. All I had was 
this 
burning desire to be an 
actor.” 
“Still Has Bug”* 
That was enough to propel him 
into an acting career. After a 
half-century, he still has the bug. 
For about 20 weeks each year, 
he plays “ Springtime for Henry” 
and other familiar roles in big 
and little theaters throughout the 
nation. 
At 72, Horton still looks pink. 
cheeked and 
ageless. 
He 
lives 
with his 100-year-old mother in a 
big. antique-packed mansion in 
Encino. 
Reminiscing about his begin­ 


nings as an actor, Horton said 
that his advent to the stage was 
accidental. 
“I was going to Columbia with 
the idea of becoming a profes­ 
sor,” he said. “ But some friends 
talked me into going out for the 
college play. That did It.” 
Could Find Ne Work 
But after his debut in “The Mi­ 
kado,” he could find no work on 
Broadway. He was told he need- 
ed an agent. Horton still has the 
same agent, and that must be an 
all-time record. 
Horton did his first film in 1919. 
His screen heyday was in the 
1930s, when he did as many as 
six films a year at $5,000 a week. 
“Tile phone never stopped ring­ 
ing.” he recalled. 
“Then I did a picture 
called 
‘Her Husband's Affair’ with Lu­ 
cille Ball and Franchot Tone. Aft­ 
er I finished it, the phone didn’t 
ring. That was ll years ago, and 
they haven’t called me for a pic­ 
ture since. 
“ I don’t know what happened. 
I think today’s producers don’t 
know me But I’ve still got the 
stage, and that’s very gratifying.”

Many investors apparently felt 
that Federal Reserve Bank moves 
in making it easier for business 
to borrow revealed a resolve to 
give lagging industry a nudge to­ 
ward resuming an upward trend— 
although the Fed denied strongly 
that this was its purpose 
But this interpretation in Wall 
Street, plus a stubborn belief that 
the worsening of the international 
situation must lead in time to 
more defense spending helped the 
bulls to run up stock prices. 
Strong Feeling 
In the bond market tile feeling 
wa* just as strong that the Fed 
was merely recognizing the trend 
in recent weeks toward lower in­ 
terest rates — and thus lower 
yields from investment in I Kinds 
— because of slackening demand 
for loans This helped send up the 
price of outstanding bonds 
Some of them, carrying low in­ 
terest rates, had been markedly 
depressed in price during the long 
climb of yields when money wa* 
tighter and the money managers 
seemed determined to keep it that 
way. 
The upward swing in both stock 
and bond prices could seem con­ 
tradictory.
